USE OF PLANES EFFECTIVE, 
STATE PATROL OFFICER SAYS 


Use of light planes for traf- 
fic control in conjunction with 
automobiles on the ground has 
saved many lives in Missouri in 
the last eight years, Lt. William 
Barton of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol said last night. 
He spoke before the Greater St. 
Louis Chapter of the National 
Aeronautic Association at the 
Congress Hotel. 

“In the Kansas City area, in 
particular, we've found the 
planes effective,” Lt. Barton 
said. ‘We've sharply reduced 
cutting in and out of traffic on 
weekends by spotting offenders 
from the air and giving identi- 
ficaation by radio for arrests by 
patrolmen in cars along the 
roads.” 

Lt. Barton said that fugitives 
sought for crimes have said 
after their arrest that the sound 
of planes uesd in the search 
have “almost driven them crazy” 
and proved a strong psychologi- 
cal factor: Children lost in 
wooded areas are. frequently 
found from the air. when they 
come out into clearings to watch 
low-flying patrol planes, he said. 

The Patrol at present oper- 
ates three planes, using them for 
fast transportation of médical 
supplies and state personnel as 
well as routine police work. One 
is stationed at Weiss Airport in 
St. Louis county, one at Jeffer- 
son City and one at Kansas City.

The Senate previously ap- 
proved the emergency clause 
but the House defeated it. Adop- 
tion of the provision requires a 
two-thirds in both Houses. 


Kinney ‘Not Happy.’ 
Senator Michael Kinney 
(Dem.), St. Louis, said he was 
‘not happy” about the compro- 
mise bill approved by the confer- 
ence committee, and added: “It 
was the best we could get and 
we will have to do the best we 
can to work under it.” 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker of 
St. Louis, who has been leading 
the city’s battle for renewal of 
the earnings tax, had no com- 
ment on the conference commit- 
tee’s proposal. ; 
Although the compromise 
measure falls short of what the 
city hoped to get, it represents 
some gains over the more re- 
strictive bill previously passed 
by the House. 

Under the House version, St. 
Louis would have been per- 
mitted to levy the tax only until 
March 30, 1955, unless the city 
voters, in a mandatory refer- 
endum at the general election 
next November, voted to con- 
tinue the tax for just two more 
years. 

Backers of the tax contended 
that a vote of the people should 
authorize a permanent tax, and 
not just extension of the levy 
for an additional limited period. 
They also asked, and obtained, 
a provision giving St. Louis the 
right to submit the issue at a 
special election. 

This was sought because it 
was feared that an earnings tax 
proposal would be jeopardized 
if it had to be submitted at a 
general election when partisan 
politics are at a peak. 

The conference committee was 
in session about three hours yes- 
terday afternoon and last night 
before reporting the substitute 
proposal. 

At one point, City Counselor 
Samuel H. Liberman of St. 
Louis, who was here with Mayor 
Tucker, was called before the 
closed meeting to discuss several 
legal points. This was unusual, 
as conference committees rarely 
call in outsiders while deliber- 
ating.

CARL L. HUNT ACQUITTED

The Trieste difficulty arose 
from a 1948 United States-Brit- 
ish-French promise to give 
Trieste to Italy. Yugoslavia a 
few months later broke with 
Moscow and the Western powers 
were unable to carry out their 
1948 pledge without offending 
Yugoslavia.

Found Self Under Fire.

This is one of the 
most distinguished lectureships 
in Britain, having been filled in 
the past by England’s best- 
known scholars and philosophers, 
including the historian, Aronld 
Toynbee. 

When Oppenheimer had din- 
ner with the Chevaliers last De- 
cember he gave them a hint of 
trouble ahead for him although 
he did not disclose that the 
Atomic Energy Commission had 
officially raised the issue of his 
loyalty. Chevalier brought Op- 

nheimer together with Andre 

alraux, one of the most promi- 
nent French novelists and critics. 

Long Intellectual Discussion. 

Although he has no back- 
ground in science, Malraux has 
a mentality that crackles with a 
brilliance like that of Oppen- 
heimer. They held a long dis- 
cussion of intellectual trends 
with Oppenheimer speaking in 
English and Malraux in French 
and Chevalier now and then in- 
terpreting, although it was rare- 
ly necessary. Like Oppenheim- 
er, Malraux was deeply commit- 
ted to the Loyalists during the 
Spanish civil war, taking an ac- 
tive part in the conflict. He was 
accused of being a Communist 
an accusation he indignantly de- 
nied to this reporter in a talk 
some years ago. 

After the war he was an ar- 
‘ dent champion of Gen. DeGaulle 
and more recéntly he has put 
politics aside to write and pub- 
lish a history of the psychology 
of art, that has won wide ac- 
claim. 

Chevalier, like most European 
-Intellectuals, believes that the 
contrast between the fate of 
Maltraux and that of Oppen- 
heimer points up the difference 
between Europe and the U.S.A.

WASHINGTON, April 14 — 
Senator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, charged today that “at 
least 90” Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration loans were obtained 
“under fraud” in two Illinois 
cities, Champaign and Urbana. 

Douglas’s statements, con- 

tained in an exchange of cor- 
respondence beginning in Febru- 
ary with Guy T. O. Hollyday, 
who has resigned under fire as 
FHA commissioner, was the lat- 
est in a series of rapid develop- 
ments on the alleged mishan- 
dling of FHA-insured loans, 
which the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration contends has cost tax- 
payers millions of dollars. 
Two congressional committees 
announced plans to hold hear- 
ings on the charges that the Gov- 
ernment and home owners were 
fleeced by contractors and home 
repair salesmen. 

Urged Thorough Inquiry. 
“With evidence indicating at 
least 90 recent instances of FHA 
loans obtained under fraud in 
the single area of Champaign- 
Urbana, it is well inat we give 
the FHA a thorough going over,” 
Douglas wrote Hollyday. 

His statement was the first 
to specify an area in which 
fraud was reported in the grant- 
ing of FHA loans. Albert M. 
Cole, administrator of the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency, 
which supervises al] government 
housing programs, has refused 
to list individual localities in 
which fraud or “gross negli- 
gence” was charged. 

Douglas told reporters he first 
wrote Hollyday last February, 
demanding “further investiga- 
tion” of the Illinois reports. Hol- 
lyday replied in the same month 
that he had asked his subordi- 
nates for information on the 
matter, Douglas said. 

On March 19, in response to 
further queries by Douglas, the 
commissioner said a report of

But No New Reserves | 
Were Opened in 1953, | 
Geologist Tells Scien- | 
tists Here. 2 


Last year’s exploratory drill- | 
ing for oil in the United States / 
constituted “an unprecedented | 
reaching out and down into the 
unknown” even though no ex- | 
ceptionally large new reserves | 
were opened up, Philip C. In- 
galls, petroleum geologist with 
Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., said 
here today. 

Ingalls spoke at the thirty- 
ninth annual meeting of the 
American Association of Petro- | 
leum Geologists, held jointly at | 
Kiel Auditorium with sessions 
of the Society of Exploration 
Geophysicists and the Society of 
Economic Paleontologists and 
Mineralogists. 

Distinguishing characteristics 
of most of 1953’s significant 
wildcat, or exploratory, wells 
were that they either were 
drilled at considerable distance 
from nearest known oil produc- 
tion or else were driven into 
deeper zones in areas where 
production had been found earl- 
jer at higher levels, he said. 

New Discoveries. 

Ingalls declared that new dis- | 
coveries in the Williston Basin, | 
which includes the Kakotas and }

Montana, had expanded the por- | 
tion of this geological division ;|

He also cited drilling progress

The world’s deepest produc- | 
tion was found in California in | 
1953, Ingalls said. A well in|

of 17,895 feet. Drilling a wild- | 
cat well may cost $1,000,000 and | 
-only about one in nine produce, 
it was said. | 
Another speaker, W. S. Olson, | 
supervising geologist with The |

Colombia, South America, as an |

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP)

man of the Jaint Chiefs of Staff, 
emphasized to the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee today 
that the nation’s defense plans 
are not based on the belief that 
ability to deliver massive atomic 
retaliation is in itself a“adequate 
to meet all our security needs.” 


“It is not correct to say that 
wesare relying exclusively on 
one weapon, or one service, or 
that we are anticipating one 
~y of war,” Radford said, add- 


“I believe this nationfrould be 
a prisoner of its own military 
posture if it had no capability 
other than one to deliver a mas- 
sive atomic attack.” 

Radford’ testified at a closed 
session of the committee, but 
his prepared statement outlin- 
ing the nation’s defense pro- 
— was given to reporters 


Wilson Also Attends. 

r Secretary of Defense Wilson 
also attended the session. Chair- 
man Wiley (‘Rep.), Wisconsin, 
said, however, that Wilson did 
not testify but may return for 
another closed committee meet- 
ing tomorrow when Radford will 
be questioned further. 

Senator Mansfield (Dem.), 
Montana, said Radford touched 
only “incidentally” on the Indo- 
china situation. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Knowland of California, also a 
Foreign Relations Committee 
member, said Radford had just 
given “a general briefing of the 
world situation.” 

He said it was substantially 
what members of the Senate 
Armed Services and Appropria- 
tions Committtee’s had been told 
previously. 

Radford’s statement said the 
nation’s security program was 
designed to counter the Soviet 
threat for the long pull. 

Tied to Other Nations. 

He said this nation’s security 
is ::inexorably tied” with that of 
other free world nations, adding 
that United States plans must be 
worked out co-operatively with 
Allied nations so that each 
makes makes its most effective 
contribution. 

“In view of our vast industrial 
capacity, technological ability, 
and limited manpower,” he said, 
“we believe that our most ef- 
fective contribution consists of 
complex technical weapons and 
equipment, modern air and naval 
power, and highly mobile offen- 
sive combat forces backed up 
by read reserves, not for any 
one date but for now and the 
indefinite futture. 

“On the other hand, we feel 
that the other free nations can 
most effectively provide in their 


own and adjacent countries the 
bulk of the defensive ground 
forces and local naval and air 
power.”

BERLIN, April 14 (AP) — 
West Berlin police announced 
late today that the head of an 
anti-Soviet organization of Rus- 
sian refugees was “forcibly ab- 
ducted” last pight by East Ger- 
man Communists who first beat 
him into unconsciousness. 

The police confirmed an ear- 
lier claim by the ee group 
and also hinted the kidnaping 
was carried out through betrayal 
of the anti-Soviet leader by a 
friend. 

Police said Alexander Trueh- 
novich, 61-year-old chairman of 
a Russian refugee organization 
called NTS, last nigh tvisited the

Witnesses told police that 
an unidentified man was seen 
coming downstairs from Glaes- 
ke’s apartment, carrying the un- 
conscious Truchnovich over a 
shoulder. Glaeske accompanied 
the two, carrying a rolled-up 
rug under his arm. with 
them was a woman who waved 
bystanders away with the state- 
ment: “We must go to a first 
aid station.”

Charges Are Not New.

It is true, as his friends and 
admirers admit, that there was 
a time in the late ‘30s and 
early "40s when Dr. Oppenheim- 
er showed bad political judg- 
ment. It is always conceivable 
that he showed worse than bad 
judgment — anything is con- 
ceivable in these times of the 
wars of political religions. But 
to those who know the bril- 
liantly able Oppenheimer, this 
is only conceivable in theory, 

Bad Political Judgment. 

Dr. Oppenheimer will cer- 
tainly have a fair hearing from 
the board of three fair-minded 
men, headed by former Secre- 
tary of the Army Gordon Gray, 
who have been recruited to hear 
his case. But he will have any- 
thing but a fair hearing from 
McCarthy. And just because he 
is unquestionably vulnerable to 
McCarthy’s brand of attack, it 
is worth trying to understand 
how so brilliant a man came to 
exercise bad political judgment 
a decade and a half ago.

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Two distinct questions arise in the case of 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

First, does the evidence warrant regarding as 
a security risk this distinguished scientist who 
directed the building of the first atomic bombs 
at Los Alamos? 

And second, what reasons underlie his suspen- 
sion last December and the new investigation 
of matters which have been investigated often 
before? 

The first question is the proper jurisdiction 
of the capable special board, headed by Gordon 
Gray, which is investigating Dr. Oppenheimer 
for the Atomic Energy Commission, The board is 
charged with avoiding prejudgment of the out- 
come, and every responsible citizen should ac- 
cept the same obligation. 

While reserving final judgment, however, it 
is impossible not to be impressed by the flimsy 
nature of the charges against Dr. Oppenheimer, 
as outlined in an official AEC letter notifying 
him of his ¢uspension. 

Dr. Oppenheimer’s associations with Commun- 
ists in the late ‘30s and early ‘40s prove very 
little when considered in the context of his 
youthful political innocence and of his later 
service in a post of extraordinary trust. 

* . * 

His minor errors in security awareness, which 
he now admits and explains, are overshadowed 
by the great fact that there was security enough 
at Los Alamos to produce atomic bombs four 
years head of anybody else. If there were post- 
war security leaks, no evidence has been pub- 
lished connecting them with Dr. Oppenheimer. 

Apparently the only new charge is that Dr. 
Oppenheimer opposed development of the hydro- 
gen bomb in 1949, But it is incredjble that this 
should even be suggested as a ground for ques- 
tioning a man’s loyalty. 

The general advisory committee to the Aw 
opposed the H-bomb project unanimously. Chair- 
man W. Sterling Cole of the Joint Congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee has frankly stated 
that he mistakenly opposed it, along with others, 
until President Truman, having weighed all the 
arguments, decided in favor of proceeding with 
the H-bomb at once. 

Is everybody who favored postponement to be 
condemned now as a security risk? Is expert 
judgment to be penalized for being wrong? 

Equally disturbing are the questions surround- 
ing Dr. Oppenheimer's suspension and the 
present investigation of him. The Ejiggnhower 
security program which went into effect last 
year required a re-check of persons with deroga- 
tory material in their files, but it did not require 
automatic suspension of such persons. 

By taking this action the AEC implies that 
the re-check turned up very damaging informa- 
tion. Since the charges so far made public do 
not seem to be that damaging, the question 
arises whether there are other charges of which 

the public has not been told, 


If not, then many Americans will wonder 
whether Dr. Oppenheimer is on his way to be- 
coming another victim ef McCarthyism—wheth- 
er he is being proceeded against, not because of 
substantial doubt ag to his Joyalty, but because 
accusations against him have made him a po 
litical risk, : 

° . . 

To put it bluntly, do the proceedings against 
him arise from a fear or a suspicion that Sena- 
tor McCarthy may attack the Administration be- 
cause of him? Several newspaper correspondents 
have reported that McCarthy intended to manu- 
facture an Oppenheimer sensation in his Texas 
speech April 21, one day before the hearings are 
scheduled to begin on his clash with the Army. 
Are the present disclosures connected with 


that prospect? 4 


One thing is certain. A prompt, definitive and 
amply documented decision by the AEC’s special 
inquiry board is now imperative. The country 
has already seen too many cases—such as that 
of John Paton Davies Jr. in the State Depart- 
ment-——where, despite repeated clearances, con- 
tinued delay of a final decision amounts to a 
kind of de facto conviction. 

Dr. Oppenheimer and the public are entitled 
to a prompt and open finding that will clear up 
the matter once and for all. 
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Mossadegh the Cookie-Nibbler 

Mohammed Mossadegh's latest hunger strike 
was @ turkey, but no one who has ever tried to 
go on a diet will want to be too harsh about it. 
If Mossadegh was a cookie-nibbler all during the 
alleged strike, as his prosecutor charges, what 
of it? Every dieter or would-be dieter who has 
opened an ice-box door will sympathize. For con- 
tented ealories there is nothing the beat of a 
surreptitious nibble. Maybe Mossadegh didn't 
get as many spectators or as much space in the 
newspapers as he was striking for. Maybe the 
less famous dieters didn’t lose as many pounds 
as they aimed to. So, we repeat, what? Just pass 
that cold leg of chicken, fellow, and stand back 
out of the way. 
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Clean-Up in Housing 

The Eisenhower Administration acted with 
decision against scandals reported in two federal 
housing programa, : 

First the Justice Department uncovered the 
preliminary evidence. The White House accepted 
the resignation of the FHA commissioner. Hous- 
ing Administrator Albert M. Cole orderéd a 
thorough investigation by his agency and the 
FBI, bringing in a special attorney to conduct 
the inquiry. ' 

Unfortunately, these disclosures may injure 
the Administration’s low-cost housing legislation, 
which is already in trouble in Congress. The 
scandal does not involve public. housing; it in- 
volves possible fraud or negligence in other 
matters. But the investigation must be pushed 
in any. case. 


The Administration accepted the resignation 
of its appointee, FHA Commissioner Guy T. O. 
Hollyday, because, Mr. Cole said, Hollyday “was 
aware of the complaints and did not act.”’ The 
resignation of an assistant commissioner, Clyde 
L. Powell, Democrat and former St. Louisan, 
was held up pending investigation. 

. Powell’ was in charge of FHA insurance for 
loans on big middle-income family apartment 
houses. This is where the greatest suspicion at- 
taches. Mr. Cole mentioned a case involving an 
$8,380,500 loan insured by FHA for a building 
which ultimately cast only $3,890,871. The con- 
tractors allegedly pocketed the difference. The 
Government may have lost millions because 
FHA insured mortgages on inflated appraisals. 

The second part of the scandal concerns 
fleecing of home owners who sought home re- 
pairs under FHA-ingured loans. Sometimes the 
loans were inflated; sometimes the repair work

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Illinois Leads Off 


A McCarthyite, a Briekerite, a lobbyist who 
sees nothing wrong with lining up the primary 
support of 33 of the 34 Republican state senators 
before whom he has lobbied at the State Legis- 
lature at Springfield. Such is the nominee that 
Illinois Republicans have chosen to carry the 
banner for the Eisenhower Administration in the 
1954 congressional election. For these and 
other reasons the new senatorial aspirant, Joseph 
T. Meek, will have a lot of explaining to de te 
the voters when he campaigns against Senatar 
Paul H. Douglas this summer and fall. 

Consider, for example, what would have hap- 
pened had Mr. Meek and not-Paul Douglas been 
in the Senate from Illinois last Feb. 26. That 
was the date the Senate voted en the Bricker 
and George versions of the amendment to tile 
the hands of President Eisenhower in the con- 
duct of foreign affairs. 

Had Mr, Meek been in Washington he would 
have voted with the Brielers, Jenners,’ Me- 
Carthys and Welkers against the urgent stand of 
President Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles. And by Mr. Meek’s vote the George ver- 
sion would have carried as the White House 
position was saved by only one vote—a vote that 
Democratic Senator Douglas cast. 


Or consider Mr, Meek's position on MeCarthy- 
ism, Only three weeks ago—long after the Wis- 
consin Senator's insult to Gen. Zwicker as “unfit 
to wear the uniform” and after the blackmail 
charges and countercharges—Mr. Meek told a 
primary rally in Springfield: “I'm not at all 
ashamed of Senator McCarthy.” Then he went 
on to say that the battle between the McCarthy 
subcommittee and President Eisenhower's civil- 
ian leaders of the Army should have been fought 
“behind, the closed doors of the Republican 
party.” He said flatly tifat “the National Ad- 
ministration should have stayed aloof.” 

This may be the lobbyist’s way at the state 
capital, but it is not the way of the American 
people. The presidency, the Congress and 
the executive departments all exist for one 
purpose — that is to serve the American 
people. The voters have every right to know 
the full facts about attacks, whatever their 
source, that hurt the prestige and morale of the 
fighting force on which their security depends. 

Mr. Meek’s nomination, which comes out of a 
nine-man grab bag race, lacks a very great deal 
of being a reassurance to the Eisenhower ‘Ad- 
ministration. It is a warning to the movement 
called Citizens-for-Eisenhower which had so 
much to do with the President's campaign in 
1952. The warning is that if strong efforts are 
not made in the President's behalf in the coming 
primaries, the position of the White House may 
actually be weakened instead of strengthened in 
Mr. Eisenhower's own party. 

The first result is not good. 
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Perspective on Cigarettes 

Reporting a 500 per cent increase in lung 
cancer in 20 years, the American Cancer Society 
refuses to condemn cigarettes as a cause. “Some 
evidence placed cigarettes on the scene of the 
crime,” thé society says, “but the evidence is not 
strong enough to convict it.” This amounts*to no 
verdict. 

At the same time, the Tobacco Industry Re- 
search Committee has issued a pamphlet en- 
titled, “A Scientific Perspective on the Cigarette 
Controversy.” The pamphlet quotes those medi- 
cal and research men who see no proof that 
smoking causes lung eancer. This amounts to 
one perspective, - 

While the American Cancer Society sits as 
jury awaiting evidence, the Tobaceo Industry 
Research Committee seems to behave as counsel 
for the defense. This is not what the public was 
led to expect, when cigarette manufacturers eg- 
tablished the committee with so much fanfare 
about promoting objective research. Maybe there 
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It Could Have Been Worse 

The St. Louis earnings tax bill as it emerged 
from the Missouri Legislature's joint conference 
committee does not fulfill the city's expectations, 
nor does it afford a long-range basis for St. 
Louis's fiscal stability. Yet in view of the sad 
performance of the House, it can be said that 
the bill might have been worse. 

As it stands, the measure re-authorizes the 
imposition of the earnings tax for two years. It 
comes with an: emergency clause, so the City 
Administration can resume early collection of 
the tax, instead of having to wait for 90 days—~ 
at a loss of $22,000 a day. 

The bill also enables the voters of St. Louis 
themselves to continue the tax authorization in- 
definitely at a referendum which may be held 
in connection with a primary or general election: 
or brought up by itself in a special election. 
Failing this, there is further authorization for a 
referendum on a City Charter amendment under 
which the tex power also would be established 
indefinitely. 

This adds up to a less satisfactory measure 
than that adopted by the State Senate where 
State Senators Michael Kinney and Eugene P. 
Walsh, St. Louis Democrats, handled the legisla- 
tion for the city and received support from such 
outstate Senators as William M. Quinn. 

Since St. Louis never has had more than a 
two-year franchise for the collection of the earn- 


‘ings tax, the legislation at least continues the 


pattern of the past. And it does have the 
further advantage of making it possible for St. 
Louis voters themselves to obviate the necessity 
for returning to Jefferson City time and time 
again for re-enactment of a permissive law. 

The City Administration has declared that 
it is not against a referendum, provided this can 
be separated from the partisan politics of a gen- 
eral election and further provided that the vote 
could assure permanent authority for the tax. 
These conditions are met by the bill. — 

Since House Republicans forgot their friendly 
talks with Mayor Tucker and former Mayor 
Kaufmann as those two men toured the state 
in behalf of the bill and tried, instead, to make 
it into a partisan football, there should be a 
bow to the statesmanship of the Senate 
held out against the worst of 
opportunism. 

A better formula now is up te

forward with so much as a hint 
of acceptable terms. The terms 
most frequently suggested, only 
to be rejected, are of two types. 

One is a territorial partition, 
presumably at the _ sixteenth 
parallel, This was the line 
chosen in 1945 to mark the 
southern limits of the Nation- 
alist Chinese occupation of In- 
dochina. A partition of this kind, 
surrendering Indochina north of 
the sixteenth parallel to Ho Chi 
Minh, would mean a defective 
abandonment of Tonking, of the 
Red River Delta, the capital 
city of Hanoi, the port of Hai- 
phong, the railroad to Yunnan, 
and the swallowing of the king- 
dom of Laos within the sur- 
rounding Communist sphere of 
influence. 


Why Take Either Course? 


The second type of negotiated 
settlement which is generally 
discussed is based on the terri- 
torial unity of Viet Nam under 
a coalition government. Mani- 
festly this would be even worse 
than the territorial partition. 
For there can be little doubt 
that the Communists in the coa- 
lition would soon dominate the 
government and would become 
the masters of the whole coun- 


try. 

This would seem to leave us 
with little prospect of nego- 
tiating and a most unpleasant 
prospect of having to fight an 
indecisive war. It has occurred 
to me to ask why we should 
suppose that either of these two 
types of “solutions”—either of 
them a grave defeat—needs to 
be the terms of an armistice. 


Am I crazy or have we be- 
come confused by failing to 
realize the radical difference in 
the world today between an 
armistice and a settlement? 

We have, for example, an 
armistice in Germany, in Aus- 
tria, in Korea, and at least de 
facto in Formosa. But in no one 
of these areas is there a settle- 
ment and none is now in sight. 
In Korea theré is an armistice 
based on the partition of the 
country but there is no present 
prospect of a settlement which 
would unite the country under 
one government and lead to the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops. 


To End the Fighting. 


Now when we talk about Indo- 
ehina, are we not trying to 
imagine that which is for the 
time being impossible as it is 
in Korea — namely, a settle- 
ment which left the whole coun- 
try in the hands of the native 
population? 

If we are clear that what we 
are trying to think out are the 
terms of an armistice, does it 
not follow that what we are 
looking for are not the terms on 
which the great powers now en- 
gaged directly or indirectly in 
Indochina would withdraw? 

if we are thinking of an armi- 
stice, what we are looking for 
are the terms on which the great 
powers would agree — without 
further fighting—not to with- 
draw but to stay. That is the 
basic agreement of the Korean 
armistice. It is an agreement 


where they are. 

The Korean armistice was ac- 
ceptable to us because it pre- 
vented the conquest of Korea 
and has kept out of hostile 
hands the near approaches to 
Japan. It was acceptable to the 
Communist powers because, as 
“Pravda” has just told us, the 
United States does not octupy 
the whole peninsula and does 
not have a “bridgehead” for an 
attack on China. 

The point ig that neither side 
trusted the promises of the 
other and yet a cease-fire was 
agreed upon when éach side was 
able to hold a physical position 
which made it improbable that 
the cease-fire be broken. 

There is, of course, no con- 
tinuous front in Indochina, as 
there was in Korea, at which to 
arrange an armistice. For this 
reason the problem is more com- 
plicated. Nevertheless, though 
there is no clear front line, the 
French Union holds the ports 
and the big cities near the sea 
while the Viet Minh are domi- 
nant in the hinterlands and in 
the villages. 

An armistice agreement 
which recognized the continuing 
presence of the French Union 
forces in the cities and ports 
until there was a political set- 
tlement would be honorable and 
it would not need to mean the 
surrender of the vital interests 
of the Viet Namese or of the 
Western Powers. 


French Ponder Old Pact. 


It is not inconceivable, there- 
fore, that the concrete and spe- 
cific interests of Red China in 
Indochina could be satisfied in 
an armistice which gave China 
guarantees against the build-up 
of Western military power in 
that area and an economic out- 
let along the river and the rail- 
road through the port. Such an 
agreement ought not to mean, 
during the armistice period and 
before a political settlement, the 
withdrawal of the French Union 
forces. 

These suggestions are, I should 
say, founded on nothing more 
than the old journalistic art of 
putting two and two together 
and then wondering out loud 
whether it might ‘not turn out 
that they have made five. But 
there is an unsubstantiated ru- 
mor which, though it. may be 
true, is the kind of fiction which 
is worth paying attention to. I 
found it in an article in “The 
Christian Science Monitor” by 
the assistant overseas news edi- 
tor, Mr. Gordon Walker. 

The substance of the rumor 
is that the French may be ex- 
ploring the idea of offering the 
Peking government the renewal 
of the treaty which France made 
with Chiang Kai-shek in 1946. 
This treaty was the price France 
had to pay Chiang Kai-shek to 
evacuate the fhree Chinese 
armies of occupation which took 
over northern Indochina from 
the Japanese. 

In that treaty China was 
granted free port facilities at 
Haiphong and tax free transpor- 
tation on the Yunnan-Haiphong 
railway which connects south- 
ern China with the sea.

Dr. Jacob J. Singer, widely- 
known chest specialist and for- 
mer chief physician at Koch hos- 
pital, collapsed and died yester- 
day of heart disease at his home 
in Beverly Hills, Calif. He was 
71 years old. 


Dr. Singer, who was born in 
Leeds, England, was brought to 
St. Louis as a child. He was 
graduated from the Washington 
University School of Medicine, 
where he was an .assistant pro- 
fessor of medicine for. many 


ears. 

In 1933, he assisted Dr. Evarts 
A. Graham, professor emeritus 
of surgery at the medical school, 
in the first successul removal of 
an entire lung of a cancer pa- 
tient. He, Dr. Graham and Dr. 
Harry Ballon were co-authors 
of “Surgical Diseases of the 
Chest.”

Dr. Singer recently wrote “Di- 
agnosis of Diseases of the Lung,” 
and was the author of numerous 
papers and medical journal ar- 
ticles on chest diseases. 

He was chief physician at 
Koch Hospital from 1918 to 
1930, assisted in developing the 
chest service at Barnes Hospital, 
and was formerly chest disease 
consultant for the United States 
Public Health Service.

He has been working for 20 
years on the deepest mystery of 
nature, the mystery of matter, 
of the composition of the ma- 
terial universe of which, he has 
said, man is a small and obstrep- 
erous part. He does not believe 
that the fact that scientists know 
how to use atomic energy to 
make a bomb means, that they 
understand the naturé of atomic 
energy or the architecture of 
the atom. 

At Princeton, Oppenheimer, a 
six-foot, 150 pound, pleasant- 
mannered man, with cropped

Father-Child at 14

EOPLE who are well acquainted with adolescents fre- 
P quently have commented that the adolescent—for all his 

demand for freedom and independence—is really hap- 
pier and feels better when his parents can and do demon- 
strate that they really have the stiuation well in hand. 

We believe that this is true. It may be for this reason 
that many 14-year-olds (as well as boys and girls of other 
ages) are reported to admire, respect and fear their fathers 
more than they do their mothers. . ; 

“The most important thing for a father is to have a 


firm hand and keep things in order,” one 14-year-old girl 
tells us. 


a oe ae 

OTHERS ECHO this notion. For instance, the boy who 
said, “My father’s stricter and I get along with him better 
than with my mother. I like him, but sometimes I don’t, 
but mostly I do.” 

Many at thls age seem to feel that their fathers under- 
stand them better and are more reasonable than their 
mothers, As one girl comments, “I think Daddy wunder- 
stands me the best. Of course, I like to have my friends 
over at my age and Daddy understands that. But we're so 
busy and Mother thinks my friends would think the house 
wasn’t clean. Daddy- knows it wouldn't matter to my 
friends.” 

In general, fathers appear to nag and fuss less than 
mothers, and to take a more casual attitude toward most 
minor faults of omission and commission. 

Fathers’ objegjions and complaints are more general. 
They complain that sons and daughters are rude, insolent, 
messy, lazy ahd ungrateful. Such criticisms.are, as a rule, 
more global and less frequent than those which mother 
makes, And though many fourteens feel that father’s ideals 
for them are too high—“He wants me to be perfect”— 
many know that Father often does not follow them up by 
taking any concrete steps.

FOR ALL THE RESPECT and admiration which many 
fourteens have, or have at least part of the time, for Father, 
he comes in for his share of criticism. Father as well as 
Mother is considered by many fourteens to be hopelessly 
old-fashioned, out of date, impossible. And his actions, 
stories, jokes may be excessively embarrassing to son or 
daughter, particularly if others are ‘present. 

A few fathers try too hard to win the approval of chil- 
dren of this age (though this is more often true of moth- 
ers). Such efforts, if too eager, nearlf always meet with 
failure. One mother told us, rather wistfully, of her hus- 
band and their 14-year-old daughter: “The poor fellow. If 
she would only look at him, he would be so happy!” 

In most families, however, things are better than this, 
and in most, the father-child relationship is in good balance.

Jesus Appears at Emmaus 


Cleophas and Simon Finally Recognize Christ as He Breaks Bread, Rush to Tell Disciples

CHAPTER FOUR. 
UT the brethren did not be- 
B lieve, though Mary Magda- 
lene told them over and over, 
with all- the eloquence that 
comes to the mouth of a witness 
who has looked on infinity and 
heard it speak to her. They 
mourned and.they wept, in spite 
of all that she said; shaking their 
heads and believing her delirious 
in her own grief, when she told 
them: 
“I have seen the Lord, and 
these things He said to me.” 
No, they would not believe 
her. Not though they knew the 
frightful malaise from which He 
had once fully restored her, and 
the devotion that sent her trudg- 
ing after Him through all His 
later journeys, the love that kept 
her by the side of Mary, His 
mother, throughout the long 
hours of His agony. Why would 
they distrust her? Not because 
they thought she lied intention- 
ally, but because they felt sure 
that sorrow had turned her 
mind. 
They could not believe her. 
But Annas and Caiphas and 
their satraps were in no doubt 
about what had happened. The 
Roman guards, assigned to Jo- 


seph of Arimathea’s garden by ° 


Pilate, came running back to 
town, released from their first 
stupor of fear, to confess their 
failure. They told the scribes 
and the high priests, and espe- 
cially the old Sadducean enemies 
of Jesus, men who did not be- 
lieve in a resurrection for any- 


body: 

“The body is gone! We 
watched all night. Our eyes were 
never closed in sleep. We were 
completely faithful to our assign- 
ment. But in spite of our vigi- 
lance, He is gone.” 

Crafty old Annas believed 
them. He had traded in human 
nature too long not to know the 
truth when he saw itt. The 
blanched faces of these soldiers 
of the Empire bespoke no ordi- 
nary cowardice. But whatever 
the nature of the mystery, the 
fact remained—a miracle that 
might have a dangerous effect 
upon public opinion. The Sab- 
bath and the feast were past; 
soon the streets would 
thronged again: what if people 
began to say it was indeed a 
prophet they had nailed to the 


cross? 

A tone way off, and his reme- 
dies in all such emergencies 

were simple and dependable. 

“Here is money!” he cried, 
pouring two bagfuls ringing on 
the council table. Other veterans 
of the trial of Jesus joined him; 
even Caiphas, the miser, had to 
contribute. Soon a heap of Ro- 
man money, all coins bearing 
Caesar’s head, lay in a glittering 
pile. Annas told the ‘soldiers to 
stow the money unseen in their 
armor; to divide it evenly among 
all the guards who had spent 
the néght as sentinels in the 
garden and: . . 

“Say, you,” entreated Annas 
with a wheedling smile, all the 
brighter for his khowledge _ of 
the dahger, “say you His Pisci- 
ples-came by night and stole Him 
away when you were asleep. And 
if Pilate hears about all this, 
don’t you worry for a moment, 
You will be thoroughly protect- 
ed. We will persuade him and 
#ecure you.” 

That assurance was most pot- 
ent of all. Those soldiers were 
more frightened of.»Pilete than 
of any dead man rising to life. 
Their own lives would be forfeit, 
if Pilate were to believe that 
they slept on duty, or that they 
had taken bribes. But they also 
knew, as all Jerusalem knew, of 
Pilate’s obsessive fear of the 
high priests during these last 
years as procurator of Judaea, If 
these powers of the Temple 
backed them up, they felt safe 
in ties. The tale that they slept 
Must be for the street crowds 
only, and. the whole mystery of 
the open tomb must he kept 
from Pilate. 

Both sides c&rried out their 
plans faithfully. The soldiers 
talked out of the sides of their 

ouths, telling this man and 

at the lie they were paid to 
spread—that the disciples of 
Jesus had stolen His body and 
den it. 

As Matthew reported in his 
Gospel, “So they, taking the 
money, did as they were taught.” 

As. for the disciples them- 
selves, they did not know what 
to believe. a 

Soon repotts of mysterious 
meetings with Jesus began to 
reach them.

aware that at that very moment 
Jesus was drawing near to them. 
Cleophas certainly knew Jesus 
well. And he had heard from 
his own wife, Mary Cleophas, of 
the empty tomb and the angels’ 
words. 

“But their eyes were held” is 
St. Luke’s cryptic way of ex- 
plaining that “they should not 
know him.” The historic fact is 
that Cleophas and Simon, who 
had been so close to Jesus in 
His lifetime, were now, never- 
theless, to walk with Him on 
the open road, and not recog- 
nize Him. Singular paradox! 

He met them in the middle 
of the road, standing in their 
way, and saying to them: 

“What are these discourses 
that you hold one with another 
as you walk and are sad?”

F there were no familiar ac- 

cents in the well-beloved voice, 

certainly reminders in the very 
nature of the question should 
have stirred the torpid recogni- 
tion of these two followers. In 
other days, Jesus had asked 
just such questions, especially 
when His disciples were dis- 
puting among themselves, full 
of error and pride. But His 
words failed to stir their lethar- 
gic minds. 


“Are you only a stranger in 
Jerusalem,” Cleophas_ repliéd, 
“and have not known the things 
that have been done there in 
these days?” 

“What things?” 

“Concerning Jesus of WNaz- 
areth? He was a rophet, mighty 
in work and word before God 
and all the people. And how our 
‘chief priests and princes deliv- 


ered Him to be condemned to 
death and crucified Him?” 

The unrecognized figure stared, 
silent and compassionate, as 
Cleophas floundered on: 

“But we hoped that it was 
He that should have redeemed 
Israel; and now, besides, today 
is the third day since these 
things were done. Yes, and cer- 
tain women, also of our com- 
pany, affrighted us today. Be- 
fore it was light, they were at 
the sepulcher. And not finding 
His body, came, saying that they 
had also seen a vision of angels 
who say that He is alive. And 
some of our people went.to the 
sepulcher; and found it so as 
the women had said, but Him 
they found not.” 

Only then did: the unknown 
figure reply to this impassioned 
recital of grief: 

» “O, foolish and slow of heart 
to believe in all things which 
the prophets have spoken! Ought 
not Christ to have suffered these 
things and to enter into His 
glory?” 

And smiling at their puzzled 
air, the dazed attention they 
gave to Him, Jesus began to 
recount and expound to them 
the prophecies concerning the 
coming of the Messiah, begin- 
ning with Moses and continuing 
through all the*prophets.

Emmaus as Jesus gave Cleophas 
and his startled son this amaz- 
ingly appropriate and timely 
scriptural lesson.

We apply a 
coat of paint and it comes out 
pretty good except for a few 
dark streaks here and there. 
These we easily cover up with 
a second coat of paint. The fin-

Only trouble is that if the 
surface had been washed down 
before it was painted, one coat 
of paint would have probably 
done the trick. We didn’t really 
save any time because we had 
to apply two coats of paint and 
we didn’t save any money be- 
cause a second coat of paint 
costs a good deal more than a 
bucket or two of warm water 
and a little cleaning compound. 


Another shortcut that people-| 


like to take is getting a second 
coat on just as soon as the first 
one feels dry. 

Trouble here is that while the 
first coat*may feel dry it really 
isn’t dry all the way through. 
We apply a second coat and this 


- seals off the air to the first. 


The second dries hard in time 
but that first coat never does, 
and pretty soon cracks appear 
in the finish coat. Nothing to 
be done now except strip off 
both coats and start off fresh.

Pain and suffering seem to 
be closely linked up with the 
cosmos itself, as if by some 
great free decision on the part 
of man the peace and con- 
cord of life were disturbed. 

Our solar system itself be- 
gan with some great travail 
and labor of a major disturb- 
ance; our own planet had its 
ice age, with great waters 
vomiting themselves through 
hills and mountains, and our 
earth has its tumultuous 
change of seasons.

WHEN WE come to man, 
there are two kinds of suffer-

As one crushes desire 
and strives for union with the 
great Nirvana of unconscious- 
ness, one diminishes and 
finally conquers suffering. 

The Old Testament, as re- 
vealed in the Book of Job, is 
to acknowledge that we are 
face to face with a mystery 
which is incapable of solution 
by reason. When Job asks 
God questions, God appears 
and begins asking Job ques- 
tions, such as, “Where were 
thou when I laid the founda- 
tions of the earth?” 

When God finished asking 
Job questions, Job realized 
that the questions of God made 
more sense than the answers 
of men.
